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The Cattewater is a long narrow strait of water, 
situated off the Cattedown. which forms the estuary 
of the River Plym. Its sheltered position makes it 
an admirable anchorage, a fact which is taken 
advantage of by the extensive fishing fleet emanating 
from Plymouth. 
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
